MaotMiinOk Oct 81.— The vfilt ot 

[leneral Leonard Wood, governor of the 
Bllltarjr department ot Santiago, to 
th* Oabui MMinbly hat bacn lBitni« 
Bsental In bringing all the elemects 
among tbe Cubans to the front No 
Ummt than t,000 Insttrgwnta, of whom 
BOO are officers, want offlces, and their 
clamor amounts almost to a demand. 

Tbere are two leading factions, one 
bMdod by Oeneral Jmim Rabi and tbe 
othar bjr Oanaral RIoa. At present 
most of the offices are held by repre- 
gentatives of the Itabi faction, includ- 
ing tbe mayoralty and the custom 
hooae inapactorablpa. OoMral Wood, 
10 ordar to pacify the Rloa faction, 
has given them six positions on the 
rural police force and turned over to 
one of their people tbe light house at 
Cape Crui, togethar with aavaral other 
minor appolntmanta. 

But neither party is satisfied, each 
thinking that it ought to have all the 
ofBccB. General Rios does not dare ex- 
preaa hia opinion publicly of General 
Rabl. batlM farta that thla la his of- 
fice, as he has bad the nominal charge 
of it for three years and»that it ought 
to belong to hira so far as appoiut- 
manta of Cubans to office are con- 
caraad and all the mora ao because he 
Npraaanta Oeneral Calizto Garcia. 

The majority of the insurgents here 
have no money and go about living 
from hand to mouth and wondering 
what wlH happen next. Armed men 
are not> allowed ratloaa, as the Cubans 
will not dlahand and will not work, 
nothing remains for them but to strut 
about the city with their machetes 
and rerolvcra 

General Wood and Colonel Pettit re- 
gard the outlook as rather discourag- 
ing. Still they hope that some means 
may soon be found to break up the Cu- 
ban army. The members of the rank 
and file are anxious to go to work, but 
the laadera refnae to allow them to do 
BO, and tbe men do not dare deaart as 
they would be shot If captured. 

It was necessary to send a dotaoh- 
ment of tbe Fourth Immune regiment 
ttSdar a aergaant to the RIgney plan- 
tation in order to compel tbe armed 
Cubans to allow men to wortt there. 
The undertAking. however, proved suc- 
cessful and 200 men are now regu- 
lanr amployad. 

Major Comesye Te.ttfl^t. 

Chattanooga, Oct 31.— Major Ed- 
ward T. Comegys was the first witness 
before the war Investigating commis- 
sion. He waa medical purreyor here 
during the life of Camp Thomas. He 
atated there had never been any delay 
iB filling his requisitionB on the sur- 
faoB ganaral. and that he had always 
bean able to meat all raqnlaltions upon 
himself. Major Comegys admitted 
that be had refused to fill some reaulsl- 
tlons from the hoapltaJ of the Second 
dlTtalOB of the Third corps, because 
gatlafled tbo artlclea demanded were 
not needed.

Paris, Oct 31.— By its decision, the 
lourt of cassation obtains the most 
absolute control over tbe Dreyfus case, 
(t can demand and examine any docu 
menta whatever, including the doasier 
of any eaae bearing upon the Dreyftis 
matter and can examine under oath 
any witness, however high his pooltion. 

In shhort, if the court makes a sin- 
cere uaa of ita power, tbe truth will 
have a much better ehanoa of being 
discovered than would have been the 
case had it merely ordered revision 
before another court martial, whose 
members might have been actuated by 
a desire to ableld the general ataft. 

HavtOf concluded Its Inquiry it can 
present a new dossier to either a civil 
3r a military court for final dwislon. 

Its proceedings will not be public 
and thara can, therefore, be no objec- 
tion to a oommunlcatlon to It of the 
alleged secret dossier, if this is still in 
existence, while the numrrnns ponoralb 
who have expressed their belief in the 
guilt of Dreyfus will now be called 
upon to explain the grounds of their 
coavlctlona 

Although the liberation of Dreyfus 
has not been ordered, the court can 
order him brought to France at any 
moment, and will probably do ao at an 
early atage of the Inquiry. 

The court refrained from ordering 
his release on Saturday because it 
would have been a preaumptloo of his 
Innocence. 

Paul Deroulede of the Patriotic 
league turned the patriotic manlfeata- 
tion at Le Bourget in memory of the 
soldiers who fell there In the FYanco- 
PriMslan war of 1870 Into a revolu- 
tionary demonstration against the de- 
cision of the court of cassation.

arches and amid banners, garlands and 
ever growing crowds, displaying in 
every way enthusiasm and delight. 

Tbe formal entry through the Jaffa 
gate waa heralded by the roar of guns 
at the citadel, where the Turklah band 
played the German anthem. 

From tbe tower of David, Emperor 
William and Smpreaa Auguata Victoria 
proceeded on foot, amid wild ehaarlng, 
to the church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
where they were received by Jtbe Cath- 
olic, Greek and Armenian ciarsy. whose 
paj^rlarcbs presented addreoapcanlogis* 
ing the devotion of Emperor William, 
who baa ainca conferred deooratlona 
on the patrlarcba. Their majeatlea 
then prfxf'eded to the German Evan- 
gelical church, where the pastor pre- 
sented an addreaa. 

In the evening a reception waa held 
at the Oerman eooaulate and latar 
there was a general Illumination of the 
city with a display of fireworks. The 
Imperial pair attended services at tbe 
Evangelical church In Bethlehem, af- 
terward paying a Ttalt to tha aliareh 
of the nativity. 

After the excursion to Jericho, 
Djevad Pasha, former grand vizier, re- 
cently Turkish governor of Crete and 
now attached to tbe peraon of Bmparor 
William as a apecial repreaentatlva of 
the sulun, will leave the Imperial aulte.

In the last Congress they surrendered 
to the Pacific railway steal; they voted

^ted ajjainst taxing the trusts. They 
Mthorized the issuance of $000,000,000 of 
bonds when there was not the slightest 
necessity for any issue.

Only a Democratic Congress can be ex- 
pected to investigate these wrongs and 
bring the guilty to the bar of public 
opinion and to punishment. 

The shadow of the Gage bill hangs 
over the country, li the next House be 
Republican that bill will become a law. 
All exiHting federal currency save gold 
will be destroyed. The entire circula- 
tion of the country will be In the hands 
of the banks to whom the sovereign pre- 
rogative of issuing money is to be sur- 
rendered. A bureauocracy is to be es- 
tablished whose offlceis are to hold their 
placefl for twelve 'years so that three 
Presidential ternis must pass before they 
can l>e dislodged. Bonds are to be issued 
without limit to bur the gold with which 
to ndecm the bank notes. The Gov- 
ernment is to get out of the government 
bosinees and go into the guaranty bnsi 
ness for the benefit of tbu banks. A 
monster banking trust is to be organized 
to swallow up all the banks outside of 
the great cities, for these agents of the 
Ilothsubilds are to have the power to eu 
tablish branch banks wherever they will 
If this monstrous conspiracy is to be de- 
stroyed it can not be done by returning a 
Republican majority to tlie next liouiie.

TESU'S LATEST. 



Proposes to TranNuiit Electric Energy With- 
aat tke Aid of Wires-Hii Storl* 
' liag Claim. 

Niw York, October 26.— Nikola Tesla, 

the electrician, describes in to-day's is- 
sue of the Electrical Review a possibility 
in electric power transmission. His in- 
ventions for transmitting electricity at 
high pressure over long distances have 
been successfully applied at many nat- 
ural sources of power. Probably the 
most important of these plants in the 
United States is at Niagara Falls, costing 
over S6,000,000 to install, which supplies 
electricity to many lane fae oriea and 

supplies electric power for running the 
trolly lines oi the city of BuO'alo, twenty- 
six milee distant 

The announcement is now made that 
by employing apparatus which he haa 
invented, capable of generating electrical 
pressures vastly in ezcees of any here- 
tofore used, located at natural sources of 
power, the carrent can be conducted to a 
terminal maintained at an elevation 
where the rarefied atmosphere is capable 
of conducting freely the particular cur- 
rent produced; then, at a distant point 
where the energy is to ba used commer- 
cially, to maintain a second terminal at 
about the same elevation to attract and 
reoeive the current and to convey it to 
the earth through special meana for 
transforming and utilizing it. 

With the article an illustration is pre- 
sented showing streams of electricity is- 
suing from a single terminal, giving an 
estimated electrical pressure of 2,500,000 
volts. The Electrical Review comments 
on Mr. Tsela's novel and startling ideas 
as follows : 

"Tesla now proposes to transmit, with- 
outr the use of any wirea, through the 
natural media— the earth and air — great 
amcunta of power to distances of thou- 
aanda of mllea. This will appear a dream 
—a tale from the ArabUm Nights— but 
the extraordinary discoveries Tesla has 
made during a number of years of inces- 
sant labor, which are authoritatively de- 
scribed in our present issue, make It evi- 
dent that hie work in this field has 
passed a stage of laboratory experiment 
and is ready for a practical test on an in- 
dustrial trial scale. The success of his 
efiTorts means that power from such 
souroee as Niagara will baooma available 
in any part of the world, fcfaidlaae of 
distance."
